"SYLVESTER"

Often, when I send out my free test run elongated coins to T.E.C. 
members I receive notes of inquiry desiring some historical information 
on a particular issue. If this is of any interest to other members then 
perhaps it can be printed in the newsletter. Most of my elongated coin 
issues are from dies that I design and engrave myself for use in my un¬ 
attended automatic machines, one of my most recent engravings has just 
been placed in the world famous Ye Olde Curiosty Shop on the waterfront 

in Seattle, Washington. .... ,.. .. 

The elongated coin is a penny and is a vertical design with the words 
across the top "Ye Olde Curiosty Shop" and "Seattle, Wa." across the 
bottom. In the body is the distorted image of a man standing in a des¬ 
ert setting. He is known as "Sylvester." 

About 1895, two wondering cowboys riding through the Gila Bend Des¬ 
ert of central Arizona came upon the nude body of a man half-buried in 
the treacherous shifting sands. The body was exhumed and carried to a 
n©arby town for possihl© identification. It has remained unidentified# 

The body is of a man about 45 years of age, 5 feet 11 inches tall 
and weighs at present 137 pounds. He weighed about 225 pounds original¬ 
ly Death came through a gunshot wound in the stomach and accompanying 
stains are plainly visible to this day. Scientists have said that this 
is a perfect example of natural dehydration, claiming that the action 
of the hot sands and possible chemicals contained therein together with 
the dry air, produced this condition within 24 hours after death. This

ON JULY 4, 1982 A RETURN TO THE STATUE BY ABE GEFTER 

NEW YORK, N* Y. 

The tablet in the left hand of the Statue of Liberty carries the in¬ 
scription July 4, 1776 in Roman numerals. Now July 4, 1982 I decided 
to visit my "Fair Lady" again. I don't remember how many times I have 
visited this Statue. 

"Of all the Worlds Statues none can be more instantly recognizable 
than the torch bearing Statue of Liberty". This quotation from the book 
"The United States of America", by Lee Thomas. 

Why is it? I believe it is because millions and millions of people 
from all over the world saw the Statue at one time or another. Most of 
them saw the Statue when they arrived in the United States of America, 
when their boat entered the N.Y. Harbor and there she stood majestically 
on her pedestal with the torch in her outstretched right arm lighting 
the way and welcoming everyone who came to our shores. 

I came to the United States Oct. 12, 1920 as a young boy. Since Oct. 
12th was a legal holiday and Ellis Island was closed the boat I came 
on remained anchored in the harbor and I could see the Statue very 
clearly. Of course I did not comprehend the enormity of her size. 

Since I visited the Statue many times before and also wrote about my 
"Fair Lady" in TEC NEWS I believe it would be appropriate to tell you 
something about her statistics. 

The Statue stands on Liberty Island, formerly Bedlows Island and is 
under the supervision of the U.S. National Park Service. Height from 
pedestal to torch is 505 feet one inch. Height from base to torch is 
151 feet, 1 inch. Lenght of right hand is 16 feet, 5 inches. Lenght of 
index finger is eight feet. Size of finger nail is 15x10 inches. Head 
thickness from ear to ear is 10 feet. Distance across the eye is two 
feet. Lenght of nose is 4 feet, 6 inches. Length of right arm is 42 
feet. Right arm greatest thickness is 12 feet. Thickness of waist is 
35 feet. Width of mouth, 3 feet. Tablet length is 23 feet, 7 inches. 
Tablet width, 13 feet, 7 inches. Tablet thickness is 2 feet. Height 
of Granite Padestal is 89 feet. Height of foundation 65 feet. Weight 
of copper used in Statue 100 tons. Weight of steel used in Statue 125 
tons. Copper sheeting of Statue 3/32 inch thick. 

There is a keeper of the torch flame and he goes up a ladder in the 
arm of the Statue once a week to check the light in the torch, tempera¬ 
ture in the summer is 1.150 degrees. 

Because of the popularity of the Statue many cranks use the Statue 
for their own selfish reasons. About 10:30 a.m. Sept. 15, 1981 a home¬ 
less 21 year old man dressed in a red jacket and wearing an "I love 
New York T-Shirt smashed an observation window in the base of the Sta¬ 
tues crown. He then climbed the few feet onto the head of Miss Liberty 
and began to shower leaflets announcing his candidacy for Mayor of N.Y. 
and demanded an interview on radio and T.Y. The only "interview" he got 
is with the police. They grabbed him and pulled him inside through the 
broken window. 

In another article in the TEC NEWS I will describe the inner con¬ 
struction of the Statue which was a great engineering feat in itself. 

There are many and many elongated coins made of this famous Statue.

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THE ANGELS' FLIGHT

The Angels' Flight was built in 1901 by Colonel J.W. Eddy using his 
own Writes and offering Mayor M.P. Snyder the first ride. With an 
observation tower rising 100 feet above the station ^erthe 
the third street tunnel commanding a view of the distant San Gabriel 

MOU For ln 68 years it traveled up and down the 33 percent grade 325 feet 
between Olive and Hill Streets, beloved rolling stock, tourists laugh¬ 
ing stock a two car railway from 6:00 a.ra. to , 12:1 + h * # “' imn ,i + I of Bunker 
passengers from the wealthy community clustered on the6 S a 
Hill to the Commercial Drama of Downtown Los Angles. For bt or 6 for a 
auarter as many as 12,000 passengers a day. Dwindling to about 3,000 m 
the 1940's, a total of 10 million people rode 15.5 million miles. 

Locals liked to brag about having the worlds shortest railway. It 
wasn't so a scenic lift in Iowa beat Angels' Flight by a few feet. It 
was a colorful, useful and profitable Mass Transit System. Running par- 
allel to the third street Tunnel. In 1924 for instance it turned a tidy 
$13,835.00 net profit. The tower was taken down and the Mansions razed 

to make way o c unlt Redevelopment Agency purchased Angels' flight 
from the private owners for $35,000.00. The Los Angeles Heritage Board 
named Angels' Flight a Historical Monument as part of its first Public 

Pr0 The m Railway reached the official end of the line in 1969. Elevated 
tracks Si torn down. The two cars "Olivet" and "Sinai" were re¬ 
routed to a storage warehouse. The Community Redevelopment Agency had 

promised to restore service and tradition as soon as Bunker Hill began 

new life as the center of local commerce and culture. 

The people wrote letters to the newspaper demanding the return of the 
Flight The Council members assured the people that restoration was on 
track although they couldn't promise just when or where. Patient citi¬ 
zens are still waiting. Safety experts say the cars stored at 25th and 
Hoover Street are suffering from dry rot and couldn't meet modern tran¬ 
sit standards. Any restoration of Angels' Flight would have to be a re¬ 
construction process perhaps a couple of the details from the old cars 
could be install for nostalgia. 

Here a city over 200 years old with remnants of a Railway that ran 
for 68 years, still wondering what piece of our past are most worth re¬ 
storing or resurrecting. Angels' Flight lives out of sight but in mem¬ 
ory, in promise, in pictures and in name. The Restaurant Bar revoling 
around the top of the downtown Hyatt Regency is called Angels Flight, 
It only goes in circles like old promises. A toast to Yesterday!

NEW MEMBERS 
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WHAT IS A REAL ERROR?

This is only ray own opinion of what real errors on elongated coins 
are. A real error elongated coin is something you didn't do intentionly, 
I know as I roll my own elongated coins and until I set the pressure 
lust right you make errors or what I call off center elongated coins. I 
know if you dont change the pressure or set it right you can make as 
many of the same kind of error coins as you want. To me thats not what 
I call a true error on an elongated coins. 

Now what I call a real error is something that comes out that really 
surprises even you. Also you couldn't do it again no matter how you 
tried. This does happens to the rollers of elongated coins! 

The other day I tried rolling more convention coins on quarters and 
tokens. So this means you have to change the pressure for all differ¬ 
ent coins that you roll. I tried to roll one coin about 34 inches or 
longer. Now the pressure is real tight and unless you are another 
Tarzen, its very hard for me to do. Anvhow I'll give it a try. 

First as I was pushing the coin in with the left hand, vou have to 
roll with the right hand. I roll all my coins by hand as I can do a 
much better job by hand. Now this is a trick to do in itself. Well, 
when the coins catch, then vou turn the handle as best vou can with 
both hands. If the pressure is to tight I can lift the bench and all 
off the floor where this heavy rolling machine is. Boy, the machine was 
fighting me but I was determined to roll that coin! I rolled part way 
and the machine wouldn't move further. I wasn't going to give up yet as 
one way or another I was going to roll the coin. So I kept on trying 
until I finally move it a little at a time. 

When I finished rolling this coin I got it the 3s inches that I want¬ 
ed but what an error I made! I knew my die was made alright but the 
coin came out double in places or what I call a shift die when rolling 
the coin. How this was done I do not know, but the word convention or 
CON came out with vention doubled up letters slighly higher. Also T.E.C. 
came out double with part of T.E.C. coming out twice. Yet nothing else 
is double and all this is in the middle of the coin. Now this has to be 
a true error elongated coin as I could never do it again no matter how 
I tried• 

The way I see it is when the machine got stuck where I couldn't move 
it and then I got it to move, the coin moved a little as I know the die 
stays in place. I also did this with the award coin which I had the die 
made about 3/4 of an inch longer so I could use better on all coins. 
By the time I set the pressure I made another good error. As I had to 
set the pressure longer than for regular die I made the pressure to 
tight. Then I started to roll and that coin was really a doozy to roll. 

I rolled part way and again machine wouldn't move. By then you get so 
mad your determined to finish rolling the coin. really was a very 
tough one but again I slowly somehow rolled more of coin but just could 
not finish it all. So I said I'd roll it backward, where I started from. 

As I looked at coin I had half of award coin showing on top of coin 
and below that the whole owl came out perfect. This again to me was a 
true error as I sure didn't expect this. As I turned coin over to see 
how Lincoln came out there was no Lincoln only the impression of the 
owl on the reverse. Now how I did this I'll never know, yet when I did 
try another coin it came out long but perfect. So what I did wrong the 
first time I do not know. There also is no way I could do it the same 
exact way. So to me this is a real error. I guess its all in the way 
you roll your coins. So if you can only do it once its an error. Call 
it what you want to but don't pay a lot of money for an off center coin 
as these can be done very easily. I bet many rollers have a box full 
of these off center coins, but are they true errors?

Tornado maybe just a word to some people, 
but to those that have experienced one, can 
tell you the horrors of death and destruc¬ 
tion. 

Tornado is the most violent whirlwind 
storm on earth and the most destructive. 
They have the incredible forces, that can topple large sturdy buildings 
uproot giant trees, pick up an 80 ton box car and move it 100 feet or 
send 200 pound objects several miles. What can it do to you? 

Tornadoes are formed during unstable weather such as thunderstorms 
and usually accompanied by rain, hail, lightning and thunder. If it 
looks like a funnel coming out of dark clouds and moving toward earth. 
The funnel (made up of cloud material, condensed water vapor) is not 
dangerous until it gets close or touches earth and only then is it 
officially called a tornado. 

The twister rotates counterclock wise at terrific speeds of over 30U 
miles per hour within funnel. The 125 MPH winds can cause much damage. 
This forms a gigantic vacuum in the flannel and sucks up everything in 

^ g 

The forward spead can be 0 to 70 MPH and the long lived ones move 
at over 40 miles per hour. Most tornadoes move from southwest to north¬ 
west but have been known to come from any direction, stop, turn, loop 
its path. The average tornado can be 4 miles long, 200 yards wide. The 

longest tornado path known was 293 miles. . 

Tornado deaths are caused by head injuries due to falling or flying 
objects and debris. Therefore everyone should become tornado conscious. 
Esoeciallv during bad weather (thunderstorms). Look at sky for unusual 
dark clouds and listen to radio, T.V. for tornado watch or warning. 
Tornado watch means tornadoes are possible and tornado warning means 
funnel or tornado has been seen, reported, detected by radar. Listen 
for location and movement and if its close, go indoors or run for near¬ 
est shelter. Stay away from windows, doors, chimney and go to lowest 
level of yo ur house or building. Go into smallest room, closet, bath¬ 
room interior hallways. Get under something solid, cover head, in car 
or mobile home, drive away from tornado at 90 degree angle. If no time 
get out of car, run for nearest shelter. No shelter, lie flat in near¬ 
est ditch, depression, ravine, culvert, etc. Cover head and pray it 
goes by you without sucking you into funnel. I sure would like to hear 
from people that have seen or been in its destrucktion, or that can add 
anything of interest to this article. 

I never thought that I would see a tornado on tokens or elongated 
coins, but since Florida has been 5th on the list under Texas, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Kansas, I thought one elongated coin would be appropriate. I 
have made three elongated coins with tornado in action, one with torna¬ 
do safety tips and one rolled on both sides with tornado tips. The 
singles are 75d plus S.A.S.E. The double rolled one is $1.50 plus 
q A S F I do have these on copper or zinc pennies and other denomina¬ 
tions.

You don't 
see it but its there. Deft spray has stuck to the coins with out wash¬ 
ing. I'd say try different things and ways and then do what for you is 
the best way.
